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INFORMATION WITH RESPECT CO AMATEUR CLCENSING! 


Amateur radio licenses were first issued under authority of 
the Radio Act of 1912, There was no “first issued" call or 
license. All of the original nine districts were authorized 
to begin issuing licenses and call signs on December 12, 
1912, The work was carried out under jurisdiction of the 
Radio Division of the U. S. Department of Commerce. 


The Federal Radio Commission, predecessor of the present FCC 
first met on March 15, 1927. New amateur regulations were 
set up by the Frederal Radio Commission (FRC), The amateur 
licenses issued by the Department of Commerce remained in 
effect until November 1, 1928. The FRC's new regulations 
were put into effect and continued to control until the FRC 
was dissolved on July 1, 1934 when it was replaced by the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC). 


General Information on licensing as it pertains to QCWA. We 
recognize Amateur licensing as beginning in December, 1912. 
In addition, QCWA recognizes as valid Operator licenses that 
were issued by the U. S$. Navy in 1910, known as Certificate 
of Proficiency. Any operation before 1912, with the one 
exception listed, are considered experimental, not under 
Governmental control whether done by individuals, businesses 
or laboratories. There is no known list of "operator" li- 
censes. Year of first licensing based on operator licenses 
must be established by submission of a copy of the original 
operator license, Many have done this. 


QCWA First Year of Licensing has been established to permit 
QCWA to issue Certificates recognizing anniversaries of 
amateur activity, such as the Golden 50, 55, 60, etc., with- 
out the necessity of the member submitting proof. The year 
of first licensing, when published by QCWA, implies that we 
have seen a document which identifies the member and proves 
that he or she was a LICENSED amateur during the year indi- 
cated, 


QCWA has established these methods by which the year of 
first licensing may be established. They ate as follows: 


(1) Submission of a copy of either station or operators 
license issued by the authorities of the government 


of any sovereign country. 


(2) Where documents have been lost or destroyed, we will 
accept a statement from a person who knew you and who 
will state that of his personal knowledge you were a 


LICENSED amateur operator in a given year. 


(3) In the absence of any documentation, the first year 
of licensing is established by callbooks printed for 


the pertinent year(s) under consideration, 


(4) Subsequent to establishment of the above, another way 
of establishing first year of license consists of 
submitting a copy of a log book page, properly dated 
‘showing licensed operation and call, We will also 
accept as proof, a QSL card, dated, with clearly visi- 
ble postmark, which confirms your licensed contact 
with another station. 


These rules were established so that personal judgement can 
be left out of controversial claims....so that every member 
of QCWA is treated fairly and without bias and, so that when 
QCWA issues a document showing your first year of licensing 
it can be considered to be a proven fact. Only in this way 
can the program be meaningful, 


QCWA has and will in the future make errors. We attempt to 
keep them to a minimum. If we have incorrectly listed your 
first year of license please notify us and at the same time 
submit proof of first licensing. This saves time and money. 
As we have stated previously (QCWA NEWS, Vol 34, No. 1, p44) 
the early records of QCWA are essentially non-existant and 
in 99.9% of the cases any documentation that you may have 
submitted to QCWA was lost or destroyed. A letter stating 
that "you have my criginal license in-your files" just 
doesn't help. Remember, in the early days our founders had 
no idea that archives of information would be necessary -~ 
the miracle of QCWA was not contemplated until quite a num 
ber of years after December, 1947, 


FIRST LICENSING (Continued) 


Finally, certificates issued by other organizations are not 
acceptable as proof of first year of licensing - not that 
they are incorrect or unreliable, but simply because we be~ 
lieve that knowing of the extent of our errors, that we.can- 
not add to them errors made by others. 


HEADQUARTERS ESTABLISHES POLICY OF IDENTIFYING MEMBER'S 
“HOME” CHAPTER IN COMPUTER DATABASE. 


Approximately 1200 members will note on their mailing 
label, another number. It occurs on the top-line, and is 
the leftmost 3 digits (1, 2 or 3) which designate your 
home Chapter. Naturally, we cannot know the home chapter 
of many of our members, some of whom belong to several Chap- 
ters. We have identified, where possible, and if you do not 
agree with the number, advise us by postcard of the correct 
Chapter Number, it will be changed. Do not, however, ask 
us to put you down for more than one Chapter, We simply 
cannot get into that complexity at this time, 


The purpose of the work is to eventually be able to pull 
an annual listing of Chapter members for each Secretary 
showing the various members dues status in National, the 
addresses we have, etc....permitting corrections to be 
made and better service to all members, 


To insure that there is no confusion, a sample label for 
those whose Chapter affiliation has been determined, is set 
out below, The topmost line conatins, at left, the Chapter 
affiliation (in the case below, Chapter 41), The Chapter 
affiliation may contain from one to three digits. The next 
number (5812) is the membership number we have for you. It 
may contain from one to five digits. The next line may 
contain 8 columns (such as 05/30/86) or, it may contain, as 
the sample below does, just two slashs. If the date is 
shown, it is the date through with your membership is in 
good standing in QCWA, Inc. If only the slashs appear, 
it is indicative of Life Membership. The final number that 
will always be two digits, indicates the first year of li- 


censing that QCWA, Inc., has determined for you. In the 
case below (29 stands for 1929),

In the event errors are found please notify us, If it 


is in your first year of licensing, please send proof of 
licensing for the year claimed...,see page 44, Summer issue 
of QCWA NEWS for 1985, Even if you sent proof with your 
original application (before 1977) there is no assurance 
that it remains in the files of QCWA. Most were either 
lost or destroyed, It will save much time and expense to 
include proof, even if you feel we should have a copy of 
your license. We are now filing this material with your 
application, or record card, so that there will be no prob- 
lem in the future with this sort of thing. 


If you disagree with the Chapter, send us, on a postcard, 
your "HOME CHAPTER NAME OR NUMBER", Even if you belong to 
sixteen Chapters, and some do, you must identify a "home" 
chapter. We will, from time to time or upon request, pro- 
vide that Chapter with information on your dues status so 
that they may be advise you of imminent lapse of dues.

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QCWA COMPUTER TIPS 


WE GET LETTERS - - AND TRY TO GIVE ANSWERS! 


Many letters have come in with questions and 
comments, Your questions range from those who are just 
starting out to the computer genius with many years of 
experience, My own knowledge is somewhere in between. 

I have been trying to determine what would be of most 
interest to you, my readers. You have had a minimum of 25 
years experience in amateur radio, so I can speak freely 
about any ham radio subjects. This is basically an amateur 
radio publication, so I should stay more or less with 
subjects concerning computers and our hobby. I admire and 
envy those of you who have worked with computers for years, 
but, in fairness, I can't engage in long technical 
discussions, However, 1 do appreciate any information you 
can contribute. 

‘In my days of writing instruction manuals, T always 
tried to keep them simple and easy to read. Some of the 
senior engineers frowned on this, but IT would catch them 
slyly reading my manuals! I think it best that I keep this 
column at that level. If you have a need for higher level 
material, there are many publications available at your 
local library. 


Let's answer a few letters. 


The way information is entered into computer memory 
is called a "language." Computers, like ham radio, also 
have towers. They're towers of Babel, composed of many 
languages that can't speak to each other. The language 
used for most of our amateur radio programs is BASIC. 

Hank Hengels, WSRLN, asked me to explain some of the 
other computer languages, such as COBOL, FORTRAN, etc. 
Hank, if you're curious, a book that explains most of the 
computer languages is "Computer Language Reference Guide,” 
book No, 21823, from Howard Sams, 4300 W. 62nd St., 
Indianapolis, IN 46268. About $10. 


A common question is how to convert from Apple to 
C-64, or from TRS-80 to C-64, or any other combination. 
It's not easy, but it can be done. An easy-to-read manual 
has finally become available. Developed for schools that 
were blessed with a multitude of different computers, it 
compares the commands of TBM, Apple, Commodore and Radio 
Shack computers. Look for "Basic Program Conversions" by 
Bill Crider, Published by HP Books, P.O. Box 5367, Tucson, 
AZ 85703, It's a large paperback, $12.95 plus postage. 


Engineers shouldn't write instruction manuals. . . 


Because of the introduction of newer models, the 
Commodore C-64 computers were closed out at giveaway 
prices. Many of our amateur friends bought them, added 
auxiliary equipment, and were RTTY ready for a few hundred 
dollars. One problem they (and I, also) ran into was the 
almost incomprehensible factory manuals that came with the 
C-64 and the 1541 disk drive. It took much trial-and-error 
plus help from our local Elmers before I was comfortable 
with the C-64 keyboard. 


Just before writing this column, I made a tremendous 
"find" in a bookstore. It's one of the greatest books I 
have seen for the C-64 user. Tt's called "Using the 
Commodore 64," by Len Lyons. Len takes you by the hand and 
explains step by step how to thread your way through the 
three-tiered keyboard, the mysteries of the 1541 disk 
drive, and other goodies. It's published by Addison-Wesley 
Publishing Co., Reading, Massachusetts. 1 don’t have a 
street address for them. Ask your bookstore to order it 
under ISBN 0-201-05156-7. 


The MBA-TOR software module by AEA, used with the C-64 
and CP-1 interface, has a similar problem. The equipment 
is top quality and is a pleasure to operate, once you plow 
through their instruction sheets. The instructions are 
very confusing. They jump from CW to RITY to AMTOR with no 


clear step-by-step information on which key te press next 
to complete an entire function. 

In desperation, I have digested and rewritten these 
instructions in a logical order. Each function is on a 
separate page. Start-up instructions are repeated each 
time so you don't have to Flip pages. This takes a bit 
more space, but it lets you put a full page of complete 
instructions alongside the keyboard while you're learning 
or reviewing the function you want. 

I hope to have it completed by the time this column 
reaches you. (T'm still reeling over my premature offer of 
a program disk a few months ago!) If you have a C-64 (or 
VIC-20) computer, an AEA CP-1, and an AEA MBA-TOR plug-in 
cartridge, drop me a line and I'll ship you @ copy. Don't 
send a return envelope — it's a self mailer. Sorry, 1 
don't have information on other computers or interfaces. 
I'd appreciate your input if you have made up some 
operating notes for other computers.

DEATH 1S A LONELY BUSINESS, Ray Bradbury, Knopf, New York, 
1985, 278 pp. 


Set against a background of a decaying amusement park 
which has outlived its usefulness, Bradbury's seemingly 
disconnected and widely-differing characters pause In their 
usual occupation of living out lives that now have purpose 
only in their pretensions. During the pause, death strikes. 
One insignificant, useless life Is violently ended in a 
bizarre setting. Others follow. 


Amid the over-age and declining characters in one who is 
unsung not because his time Is passed, but because it is 
yet to come. He, with a cynical hard-to-convince pol ice 
detective who has not yet found his calling, puzzle the 
strange and seemingly pointless death, The additional and 
apparently unrelated deaths do not reveal any semblance of 
apattern although they strongly suggest that one may exist, 


The end of such tales is, obvious. There would be no 
point in fabricating the mystery unless it were eventually 
resolved. This one is no exception. 


Now murder mysteries come and go. What are the things 
that lift this one out of the ordinary? As | see it, there 
are three: the author, his settings and characters and the 
strange tie that binds the seemingly-unrelated lives and 
events. 


Of the author: Bradbury is, of course, much better known 
for his short stories which vary from fantasy to non-tech= 
nical science fic 
novel (Something + The author Is a 
master in the use of similie in his writings. This enables 
him to wrap his settings and characters with a graphic re~ 
ality not often achieved. 


Of the setting: If yoy're looking for the endless sun- 
shine, oranges and gigantic playland that Chambers of 
Commerce like to associate with Southern Californ 
will not find it in this book, instead you will find 
shabbiness and mserable weather, No matter that the delap- 
idated houses which reeked of genteel poverty (which | 
attest as a fact) have been replaced or updated so that 
they now command up to $400,000, In 1949, it was as Bradbury 
describes it, both the place and its strange population. 

\f it appears to you that Bradbury has exaggerated it, that 
is because you didn't see it in his time,

Of the strange tie: This is the repeat of Typhold Mary 
who unwittingly carried the curse of typhoid without her- 
self ever exhibiting any of the symptoms of the disease. 
This is the story of Death » the one who neither 
killing or being killed himself ‘brought death to others. 


For those of you not familiar with Ray Bradbury's writ- 
ings, | must advise that he includes some Flights of whim- 
sical fantasy in his work, In the beginning, these will 
seem inappropriate, but carry on. In the end, it will all 
fit together as a story very well told.

The experiment which I am about 
to describe has three uses: it 
shows a test for cream of tartar; 
to prepare Leyden jars for copper 
plating; it illustrates the prin- 
ciple of silvering mirrors. 


Begin with a test tube or thin 
glass vessel that is scrupulous- 
ly clean, In this proceed to 
make a fairly concentrated solu- 
tion of silver nitrate (AgNO3), 
which is procurable at any drug 
store, To this add a little 
ammonium hydroxide {(NH,OH) and 
some cream of tartar (baking pow- 
der), Now warm until a deposit 
of silver forms on the walls of 
the vessel, 


Nothing ever found in baking 
powder except cream of tartar 
will cause silver to precipitate 
from a solution of silver nitrate 
and ammonium hydroxide, so by 
means of this experiment one 
might test baking powder for the 
presence of cream of tartar. 

Then a silver deposit formed in 
this manner could be used as a 
basis for plating copper on a jar 
to make a condenser. A mirror 
can be made by warming a small 
piece of glass and flowing over 
it a solution of the constitu- 
ents previously mentioned.

MAKING OF A PRESIDENT

El Paso Chapter #64 elected Gerald J, McTernan-W5YV, as 
President for the 1986-87 term, Gerald has a long and in- 
teresting background in amateur radio, having been first 
licensed in 1915, at the age of nine, He was issued his 
first amateur call sign (2BL) after a Department of Com- 
merce examination at the New York Custom House in 1921, and 
is first commercial license in 1922, Gerald joined QCWA in 
New York City and is member number 581, He has received 
the "70 Year Golden Certificate No. 15 and the QCWA Century 
Club Award No. 148. Gerald went to work at Bell Telephone 
Laboratories in New York in 1922, after his 16th birthday. 
He was a messenger and office boy, His supervisors were a 
Mr. R. V. Hartley and Mr. E, H, Co.pitts, who are stili 
recognized for the radio oscillator circuits named after 
them. Mr. Colpitts saw Geralds potential in radio and had 
him assigned to Mr. R. A. Heising, who developed a modula- 
tion system that still carries his name. Gerald worked on 
early development of trans-Atlantic telephone at Rocky 
Point, NY, using a 500 kW transmitter on 60 kHz. The first 
successful single-sideband transmitters were also developed 
here and operated on January 1, 1923, using torroid filters. 
Gerald was later assigned to Deal Beach Lab to work with 
Mr. E. J, Sterba, at Station 2XJ, on high-frequency aerials 
for use in trans-Atlantic radio telephone communication. 
This work resulted in the invention of the "Sterba Curtain 
Antenna", Gerald also shared a ham station and worked with 


another amateur operator, Charles Litton, 6AQ, They both 
left Bell Labs in 1929 with Mr. Litton going with Eimac 
Tube Company and who later founded Litton Industries during 
WIL, 


After leaving Bell Labs Gerald entered another field where 
he is equally talented; music. He played in a number of 
the big name bands of that era including, Fred Waring; Ben 
Bernie, Al Katz, and The Memphis Stompers. Gerald had the 
pleasant experience recently of having a QSO with a ham who 
said his name was "Tex". It turned out to be Tex Benecke, 
of Glenn Miller Orchestra fame, who Gerald had also known 
at that time. 


When World War II started, Gerald went to Columbia Univer- 
sity in the Division of War Research under Dr. Wilmer C. 
Anderson, At the end of the War he left Columbia and went 
into a successful electronic repair business in New Jersey. 
In 1960 he was employed by Westinghouse to work on various 
RADAR systems including the high-power FPS-27 and eventu- 
ally into their Nuclear Division, After eleven years with 
lestinghouse he decided to retire, chose El Paso and has 
remained here since that time. He is still active in ama- 
teur radio and enjoys playing his electronic organ. He 
operates on all bands with a vertical antenna of his own 
design, Also operates on 2-meters and had 2 Commodore Com- 
puter that is used to operate CW and teletype. Jerry be- 
longs to QCWA, ARRL, Ozone Club, Ei Paso Amateur Radio Club 
WSES & West Texas Repeater Ass'n, “Chapter 64 is proud to 
say, that this was; "The making of a President."

Family Life Membership 


For several years QCWA has accepted family members into the 
organization. A family member must meet qualifications set 
out in Article I, Section (c) of the by-laws. in cases 
where the full family member is also a Life member, then 
the family member may also take up Life membership at a 
reduced rate, Several such family units exist in QCWA. 

The Board has defined the procedure to be followed in the 
event that the full family Life member passes on. The re~ 
maining family member does not receive publications, He or 
she may remain as a family member & continue not to receive 
publications or, he or she may become a full Life member by 
paying the added amount necessary to achieve full Life mem- 
bership at the time of application when added to the amount 
originally paid for the family Life membership, For ex- 
ample, Say, Pete Smith, XX7ABC, is a Life member and his 
wife is a family life member paying $50 for that classifi- 
cation. Pete passes away. Pete's wife may become a full 
Life member by paying an added $75 fee, which when added to 
the original $50, makes up the $125 cotal currently charged 
for QCWA Life membership, Note that the amount may be more 
or less in years ahead and, the life-time-pay added fee is 
not to be included in the original-fee paid!

PP (Pin Problems) 


One of the most aggravating problems, both for HQ and for 
members of QCWA has deen the excessive delay, in some cases 
together with poor engraving of membership pins, We have 
taken steps to reduce the problems. The manufacturer of 
the pins has agreed to do the engraving. The samples we 
have seen are much superior to the work presently being 
sent out. The rules of the game are that the engraver will 
expect to turn-around the pins within 14 days, Below is 
our realistic estimate of the time that will elapse be~ 
tween our receipt of your order and your receipt of the pin 
you order: 


(1) To complete an order of 10 pins 10 days 
(2) Mail pins to engraver 3 days 
(3) Engravers time 14 days 
(4) Mail pins to QCWA 3 days 
(5) Mail pins to member 3 days 


This seems like a long time, but there does not seem to be 
any way open to us to get the time reduced significantly 
unless we are willing to pay $5 per pin for engraving. 
That sort of fee would reduce the time by one-half, The 
estimate above assumes that we will get orders for 10 pins 
within a 10 day period, then mail. Sometimes it is much 
less than that, sometimes more, And, the engraver also has 
a vacation schedule during which the plant is shut down, 

Ié we hic this with an order (summer) then add two more 
weeks. 


Novice Enhancement ? 


Some time ago QCWA circulated a questionnaire among the 
ete QCWA membership, requesting them to respond to 
certain questions with respect to their opinion on the 
Novice Licensing Enhancement Program which had been pro- 
posed by the ARRL, 


We received just under 2,200 replies. The members re- 
sponses were entered in the QCWA computer and a complete 
analyses of the replies was prepared and presented to the 
Board of Directors for consideration, The Board is, at 
this time, considering what action, if any, should be made 
based upon membership opinion. For this reason we will not 
at this time make a full report of the answers but we will 
give you an informal opinion of the way QCWA membership 
appears to feel about the proposal, In general, a majority 
of QCWA members feel that some sort of "enhancement" of the 
Novice licensing program is in order but that any such en- 
hancement should be limited by short-term licenses, non-re~ 
newable and, that no phone privileges should be granted on 
frequencies 160 meters through 10 meters for novice opera— 
tors,
